J. A. MeDonald, wishing to leave 
early to -ateli a train for Banff, was 
accorded the privilege of speaking 
first. Heopened by declaring him 
self an independent labor candidate 
but devoted the greater part of his 
time to.making a strong bid for sup- 
port from the liberal party. He en- 
dorsed practically all the legislation 
of the Rutherford government and 
all its acts since it has been in power 
the chief exception being the redi-- 
tribution bill which be admitted he 
did not think was exactly fair as re- 
gards the formation of this constit- 
uency. 

Dealing with the conservative plat: 
fourm, Mr. McDonald indicated his 
ibdependence, if elected, will not 
lean very heavily to that party by dis- 
secting and poiating out the weak- 
nesses of some of the important 
planks.
